On the 
following Tuesday morning, while Ryan and 
O'Donnell, Irish laborers, were going 
to work, they were met by several 
Germans and terribly beaten with clubs. 
Ryan may not survive his injuries. Then the 
Irish laborers, at a meeting on the same after- 
noon, resolved to attack Gross’ saloon, the 
headquarters of the Germans. Armed with 
clubs and stones, they appeared late in the 
evening at the door of the saloon and demand- 
ed admission. This being denied, they stormed 
the place with stones, and damaged it consid- 
erably. The Germans had, however, got wivd 
of the intended assault, and, armed with sho 
guns, discharged volley after volley into the 
crowd of assailants from the windows above, 


while others, armed with ciubs, made a sally 
upon them below. The rioters beat a hast 
retreat, leaving three of their number, viz: 
Patri McMahon, shot in several places, 
wounds though painful, not necessarily fatal; 
Isaac Cullen, shot in twenty-six different 
places, and recovery doubtful; Martin Gohe- 
gan, shottwo or three times and severely 
clubbed.

A very small portion 
of the public ss and a few persons with 
biased and prejudiced minds have endeavored 
to create the impression that some regi- 
ments acted hastily in the firing on 
Eighth avenue; but, by a careful 
perusal of the official reports of all the prin- 
cipal commanding officers en , and hear- 
ing citizens residing im the neigh as to 
the circumstances attending the melee, I have 
failed to discover suflicient cause for 
the statement made. Testimony is 
abundant to show that lon before 
the troops retaliated, firearme were discharged 
and missiles of all kinds thrown at them 
from the sidewalks, windows and house- 
tops, and it was not until an officer of the 
— 4 — had been struck down by a 
missile thrown from a housetop, one of the 
men had been shot in the head and another had 
received a flesh wound, two men of the Ninth 
had been killed outright and another wounded, 
and three of the Sixth wounded, that fire was 
opened on the mob. It isthe opinion of the 
most-experienced officers, police and 
military, present, that the troops did not fire 
any too soon, but in avery few minntes more 
it would have been difficult, if not impossible, 
to overpower the mob, and the lives lost at 
Eighth avenue and Twenty-fourth street 
saved the sacrifice of a much greater number 
at some other point. 

The extremely delicate seryice of Gen. 
Varian, commanding the escort to the proces- 
sion, was performed in a highly creditable 
manner, and to my sctisfaction, The regimen- 
tal commanders of the escort acted wi 
coolness and discretion. The 0 
cers and men under them dis- 
charge their duty under circumstances 
calculated to excite and aggravate the most 
experienced troops, and are entitled, therefore, 
to the commendation of their superior offi- 
cers. The orders issued from time to time 
were obeyed by all the commands on duty 
with an alacrity rarely witnessed.

The Great Tobacco Fair at Evansville 
—Sale of the Premium Hogsheads 
—The Leading Tobacco Cen- 
ters Represented and the 
Bidding Spirited. 


A SUCCESSFUL EXHIBITION. 


EVANSVILLE, IND., July 21.—The annual 
Tobacco Fair closed last evening, and was in 
every respect a grand success. Twenty-five 
— ollars in gold premiums were offered 
for tho diflerent grades, which brought together 
alarge number of competitors for the various 

rizes. In addition to the regular board of 

uyers, there were additional representatives 
from an an, — ig St. Louis, 1 —— 
‘ew York, Henderso gui Shawneo 
N ni Hoph insvilie, clarkaville and 
several other tobacco centers, causing the bid- 
ding to be very spirited and at full prices. The 
premium hogshead of bright wee $250 in 
gold, was sold to R. W. Harper & Co., of Ev- 
ansville, at $58 per hundred pounds. Two 
hogsheads Pac for account of a planter in 
Ballard county were not admitted by the 
joard, on account of some informality. 
During the sale of prize and classed 
tobacco, they were offered and bought by T. 
B. Byrnes, of Evansville, at $102 and $90 per 
100 pounds. 

Some choice selections of bright leaf 
and cutters were taken at fancy prices, some 
as high as forty dollars to fiſty dollars. The 
sales, however, average about the former quo- 
tations, and at the close may be said to aver- 
age as follows: Lugs, 36 50 to 7 75; common 
to fair bright low leat, 87 50 to 8 60; medium 
bright leaf, 89 to 11; common to medium cut- 
ters, $12 to 16; selections of all grades, nomi- 
nal. Low tobaccos are in demand. The sales 
during the fair amounted to over one thou- 
sand hogsheads. The sales will be continued 
to-morrow and during next week. Large of- 
ferings will be made daily. The stocks are 
large and receipts increasing since the im- 
provement of navigation. 

Major W. H. Bethel received the first premi- 
um in each of the first and second classes,viz : 
First five hogsheads best factory-dried leaf, 
open to Kentucky and Tennessee, $500 in 
gold; five hogsheads best factory-dried leaf, 
open to Indiana and Dlinois, $500 in gold. 
For the best shipping leaf, single hogshead, 
Col. Aquilla Spray, of Curdsville, Kentucky, 
received $150 in gold. His tobacco afterward 
sold at $35 50. de cutters and manufactur- 
ing leaf entered for prizes were all sold at 
very full figures, and the hogshead of best- 
prized and handled, although of an inferior 
grade, was sold for $10 75, with 8100 pre- 
mium. 

The tobacco to be shipped will go to Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, New Orleans, New York ard 
Baltimore, principally. A considerable quan- 
tity of the shippers and factory-dried leaf goes 
direct to Liverpool and London. Some may 
remain bere for manufacture and rehandling. 
Harper & Co., who purchased the premium 
hogshead, will manufacture theirs here. They 
bought largely of fine tobacco during the sale. 

The fair was held in National Hall, and a 
fine lunch, with refreshments, was constantly 
on hand. Everything 425 off pleasantly, 
and the utmost good feeling prevailed. A very 
large number of strangers have been in the 
city during the week, outside of the tobacco 
operators. 

The Weather Report. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—The barometer has 
risen very generally north of Kansas and the 
Ohio Valley since Thursday afternoon, and 
has risen still more in New England, the area 
of lowest pressure having moved eastward be- 
yond our stations.

NARROW GAUGE. 


HE HARRODS CREEK KARROW-cavGE RarhoaD. 

The voters of Harrod's Creek precinct will vote 
on the 7th of August onthe proposition for a tax 
for the narrow-gauge railroad it is proposed to 
build from Louisville to Westport. We cannot 
doubt the success of the proposition. Those 
interested should vote for it, because they win 
make money by it.

Quoting a paragraph out of the CourRLER- 
JOURNAL, in which we urged a policy of 
conciliation upon the Democracy, and 
argued that tou much obduracy with re- 
spect particularly to by-gone issues shouid 
not be allowed to enter into the considera- 
tion of the Democratic platform, Mr. 
STEPHENS undertakes to explain the ditfer- 
. ence between himself aud Governor SAM’L 
Band, who was the occasion of our re- 
marks. It seems to us that Mr. Stera#ENns 
is disingenuous, preferring the arts of the 
special pleader to the plainer but more use- 
ful process of investigation. He ignores 
all the matters of fact contained lu our 
general presentment of the subject, and 
seizes upon an expression for the purpose 
of turning it to account, apparently with- 
out any other motive than the brief and il- 
lusory advantage derived from that pecu- 
liar method of using it. This would be an 
eflective kind of logic, if there should be 
no response, or if the audience should hear 
but one side. In the absence of these nec- 
essary conditions, however, it 
formidable against Mr. Srerauns. No 
one will deny the famous Georgian supe- 
rior talents as a debater. If, with his read- 
iness, experience and learning, he is able to 
do no better—if, for all his tact and skill, 
he is forced to abandon research for special 
pleading—if, in spite of his earnestness and 
address, he finds himself unable to meet 
the simplest points of dry detail and re- 
duced to the merest sophistry based on 
outside and semi-irreleyaut suggestions, 
what shall we think but that he either mis- 
conceives us wholly or is misled by the ex- 
ceptional situation in which he finds him- 
self into a tangle of abstractions from 
which he is incapable ef extricating his 
mind? . 

For our part, we seck no advantage, 
rhetorical or otherwise. Tous the new 
departure” is nota theme for discussion, 
which usually degenerates into a vainglo- 
rious effort after display, as for instruction, 
we, ourselves, being the principal and 
most anxious secker after truth.

Now, Mr. STeprens, suppose we go a 
little into particulars, Let- us abandon 
rhetoric. Let us discard feeling also. 
Allow us to assure you that we entertain 
all the respect for your abilities and inten- 
tions and all the regard for your person that 
you could desire did you set greater store by 
us than yon do. We hold you, as we hold 
Judge Crappoox, in that sort of esteem 
which springs from a sense of regret that 
men so capable of usefulness—men 80 
open, straightforward and sincere—should 
not be with ns on a question in which we 
are thoroughly concerned. You are very 
wrong or we are very wrong. If the error 
lies with us, pray Gop it be corrected. If 
it lies with you there are reasons for it 
which could hardly be pleaded in our be- 
half. So there is no dispute—certainly no 
quarrel—between us. Let there be no 
evasions, no illusions, no fine-drawn points 
or fine-spun theories. Both of us love our 
country. Both of us recognize its danger. 
Both of us wish to reach the same haven 
of liberty and peace—of constitutional and 
cheap government—of equal laws. But 
we take it that you do not expect to re- 
store the precise conditions that existed 
before the war. We take it that you can- 
not expect to govern a union of nearly 
forty States and as many millions of people 
by a chart designed to serve the purposes 
of fifteen States and five millions of peo- 
ple. We take it that you must recognize 
some changes wrought by time, by steam, 
by telegraphy, by immigration, by the 
press, by war, by the revolution of a great 
system of domestic economy. We take it 
that a man of your culture and sagacity 
and experience is fully alive to the need of 
adapting our appliances to our resources 
and of constructing our fabric so as to se- 
cure the greatest good to the many and of 
avoiding, as far as possible, sectional and 
class and race struggles. We want lighter 
taxes. We want a less expensive and less 
corrupt administration. We want a more 
national and tolerant spirit. We want to 
check the course both of corruption and 
revolution by that necessary displacement 
in the governing . party which, whilst 
furnishing occasion and material for re- 
forms, reminds leaders and public men of 
their dependence on the people and their 
obligation to the State. 

Parties in power never reform them- 
selves, and the bare act of substituting one 
party for another is in itself a reform. 
Long tenure has made the Republicans 
irresponsible. Continued possession of the 
Government will augment their sense of 
independence, increase their exactions, 
multiply their encroachments. To substi- 
tute another party, therefore, for the Re- 
publican party is something to be contend- 
ed for though it should lead to nothing 
more, and, with the hope of reform, is, or 
should be, the first object of those who are 
not content with the existing administra- 
tion of affairs. This change, however, can 
only be secured by the aid of those who 
have supported the Republican party 
through its war on slavery, through its war 
for the Union and through its settlement of 
the questions opened by those great con- 
flicts. The change cannot be effected by a 
proposition to annul the freedom, the civil 
equality and the political status of the ne- 
gro, which, as we understand Mr. 
STEPHENS, would be the practical result of 
the overthrow of the three amendments. 
That would be revolution. If it were pos- 
sible it would encumber us with a question 
which, illy as it has been provided for, is 
at least shapely enough to be handled. 
But, as we have shown, it is impossible. 
Mr. Srepuens himself agrees that the 
amendments need only the concurrence of 
one department of the Government, hav- 
ing secured the two co-ordinate depart- 
ments. Judge CRADpDOCR's sole hope of 
getting rid of them is the Supreme Court. 
This hope seems to usin every way falla- 
cious. The Supreme Court, as now organ- 
ized, is sure to throw out the amendments 
on the plea that they are political ques- 
tions. But, even if the court should 
consider them, it cannot go behind the 
record. We know, as matters of fact, 
what uses were resorted to for the purpose 
of forcing the amendments through 
the Legislatures of the several 
States. But these circumstances form 
no part of the record. That is legally 
complete. Nor is there any mode by which 
the amendments may be repealed. Con 
gress might repeal the civil rights bill, o 
it may remove the disabilities. imposed by 
the Fourteenth amendment. But it has no 
power to abolish freedom or suffrage; and, 
as the agitation of the question by Mr. 
STEPHENS and Judge Crappockx is made 
to wear this purpose, they art subjected to 
the charge of revolutionary designs with- 
out obtaining any compensation at all. 

This, in a rough way, is about the sum 
of the resistance which we have offered to 
the positions assumed by Mr. STePHENs 
and Judge Crappock: that they mean to 
rescind the amendments, civil rights, negro 
suffrage and all, or they mean nothing; 
that this purpose cannot be successfully 
carried out; that, if it could be, it would 
involve us in greater complications than 
any which we have yet experienced. 

None of these positions of ours imply 
an abandonment of any principle we have 
advocated. We contended for slavery; but 
the negro was made a freeman in spite of 
us. IS it a violation of our principles to 
recognize his freedom, which all of us do? 
We resisted negro suffrage; but the negro 
was made a voter in spite of us. Are we 
going back on our record to admit that he 
is what we have no power to prevent him 
from being? 

The question of

Alsace and Lorraine. 

The annexation of Alsace and Lorraine 
to Germany has had at least one salutary 
consequence for the people of those dis- 
tricts. The common schools of those 
countries, as in all the rest of France, if 
the beggarly instruction given to part of 
the children during some of the winter 
months can be called schooling, have here- 
tofore been of the worst. possible kind, and 
this has always been one of the great draw- 
backs of the French Government. The 
common school system of Prussia, one of 
whose features is compulsory, education, 
however, is undoubtedly one of the best in 


henceforth give them better schools than 
they haye ever possessed. The imperial 


every healthy child must attend schoo! after 
the completion of the sixth year, and visit 
it regularly until it is able to pass an exam- 
ination provided for by the government. 
All parents are compelled to send the chil- 
dren under their control to school under 
penalty of fines and imprisonment, and no 
private or sectional school shall be consid- 
ered a legal school unless the teachers in 


examiners. 

It would be hard to overestimate the 
importance of such a measure in a country 
where parents are in the habit of sending 
their children at a tender age to work in 
factories and in the fields, regardless of 
their utter want of education. The school 
law of Prussia specially provides for such 
an unwarrantable conduct on the part of 
the parents, while it also avbids the 
one-sided character of an education ac- 
quired in a school presided over by reli- 
gious organizations. 

However much the inhabitants of the 
conquered provinces may regret their sep- 
aration from France, materially they are 
much better off than the rest of the French 
people. The losses they have sustained are 
being adjusted by the German Govern- 
ment, and they are not crushed to the 
ground by the heavy taxes and the terrible 
tariff by means of which France will at- 
tempt to work her way out of her financial 
difficulties, and the German Government 
really introduces many excellent reforms, 
and tries to acquire the good will of the 
people. But for all this the Germans are 
as unpopular as ever in Alsace and Lor- 
raine, and the country looks hopefully for- 
wurd tothe day when it will reunite its 
fortunes with those of France. 

A Model Candidate. 

A few weeks since the Radicals of Phil- 
adelphia nominated candidates for city 
ollices. One of these is named CoLLIs— 
Gen. CoLLis—indeed, it is not saying too 
much to observe, though it would really 
seeia so, that his name is Major General 
Can H. C. T. Couuss. His parents 
provably didn't Know the rest of the alpha 
bet, or they would no doubt have given 
him the whole of it. The political friends 
of Coiiis claimed that he was at both 
Chancellorsville and Gettysburg, while his 
political enemies denied that he was at 
either the one or the other of those battles. 
In order to settle the question in dis- 
pute, the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, 
which, although an orthodox Radical jour- 
nal, cannot swallow Coitus and his record 
as a soldier and a politician, has been look- 
ing up the facts. The result is, CoLLIs 
proves to have been at both places referred 
to. Gen, BIRXEXY says of him in connec- 
tion with the battle of Chancellorsville: 
“Gen. GRAHAM, during the attack, could 
not make him leave a tree for shelter, and, 
before the fight was concluded, he went to 
the rear, to find the hospital, sick. This, 
of course, settles that point. The Bulletin 
then proceeds to show that CoLLis was also 
at Cottyshurg—not at the time of the hat- 
tle, however, but some years subsequently. 
‘There was,“ says the Bulletin, an 
instilution known as The Gettysburg Asy- 
lum for Invalid Soldiers,’ chartered in this 
State, March 6, 1867. It had other names 
besides its corporate one. Thus, for in 
stance, General Van Wyck, from a com- 
mittee of Congress which investigated it, 
speaks of it in his report as ‘one of the 
most infamous frauds and swindles ever 
sought to be perpetrated under the guise of 
charity; and this title came, afterward, to 
be abbreviated, popularly, into The Gettys- 
burg Lottery Swindle.’ CoLLis was one 
of the chief managers of this swindle, by 
which he and the othér rascals who had it 
in charge hoped to defraud the people out 
of some six millions or more, and divide it 
among themselves. This they would prob- 
ably have done had not thé viilainous 
scheme becn crushed out by the red right 
hand of the law. Upon the whole, although 
Major General Cuarues H. C. T. CorLIs 
was at both Chancellorsville and Gettys- 
burg, the less his friends say about the 
fact during the present canvass the better it 
will be for him. 

he Radical papers speak of the 
bloody affair in New York last week as 
‘the Democratic riot.“ As the Orange- 
men were all pious Radical deacons in the 
Methodist Church, North, it was a perfect 
shame that the rebel Democratic Hard- 
shell Paptist Ribbonmen should have 
threatened them with violence.

On to Pensacola. 

The proceedings of 
three days ago, by the Commissioners of the 
Louisville and Chattanooga railroad, were no 
doubt largely read by the business men of Louis- 
ville. Now, that a real beginning has been made, 
let there be no hesitation—no delay; put the pro- 
ject through at once, or other cities will go ahead 
of Louisville. Chicago is looking eagerly to early 
connection with Pensacola, and why not Louis 
ville? The following extract from a Northern 
paper will show at what Chicago aims: 

A railroad from Selma, Alabama, to the Gulf at 
Pensacola, now building, will, when completed, 
leave but a short gap unfilled in the direct air- 
line from Chicago to the best harbor on the Gulf 
ot Mexico. This line runs through the richest 
agricultural district in Alabama, and is fully sus- 
tained by State credit. Chicago is directly north 
of Pensac ola, and much nearer to it than it is to 
New Yo Chicago, Nashville, Selma and Pen- 
sacola are in one line, thus the com- 
pletion of the unfilled ga 
air-line from Lake Michiga 
and which will compete 
of the Mississippi Valley. s estimated 
that of two million pales of cotton raised within 
reach of this road, over one-half must go over it. 
The revenue from this freight it is not difficult to 
estimate. This road, or ſts northern extension, 
will pasa directly threngh the great coal and iron 
region of Alabama, forty miles north of Selma. 
This region of iminenee mineral value is now 
principally owned by the coal and fron interests 
of Pennsylvania, which is moving for its — ag 
ment. Ali this great field of mineral wealth is

alresdy finished. The erection of extensive irom 
and steel works is projected on the lime, and a 
new industry will thus be added to the South. 

But Cincinnati is putting forth all her energies 
to reach Chattanooga, or some better point, so 
as to reach the gulf also. At the meeting held in 
McMinnville, Tenn., last week, the project of a 
grand trunk road was seriously considered by 
gentlemen representing the folowing roads: Cum- 
borland and Ohio, the Southwestern of Tennes- 
see, the McMinnville and Manchester, and the 
Alabama and Tennessee. 

President Smith, of the Cumberland and Obio 
Railroad Company, stated that at the outset of- 
their road they had proposed Chattanooga as a 
Southern terminus, but from the information 
there given by the various delegations, and from 
statistical facts presented, he was fully of the 
opinion that the connections proposed, forming 
a grand central trunk road from the Ohio river 
to the Gulf, and south-Atlantie seaboard, would 
be of much more importance to the Cumberland 
and Ohio road than a Chattanooga connection 
would be, and that if a Chattanooga connection 
should hereafter be wanted the way is still open, 
He gave a rae full bese of railroading in the 
South and nd set forth at length the 

reat importance of this great project of consol- 
dation. making one gr trunk line, near 700 
miles in lengt 

At the same meeting a resolution was adopted 
appointing a committee to obtain stock and oth- 
erwise aid the C. and O. Railroad in building an 
extension from Tullahoma to connect at or near 
Rock Springs, at the Alabama line, with the Ala- 
bama and Tennessee Railroad. The distances 
in Alabama are given as follows: From Eufaula 
to Rock Springs, 241 miles; in Tennessee, from 
Rock Springs to Kentucky line, 143 miles, and in 
Kentucky, from the State line to Cincinnati, 218 
miles. From the same point to Louisville is 144 
miles, giving Louisville an advantage of 74 miles. 
Will she take this advantage and unite with the 
Cumberland and O. Railroad and thus push on 
through to the Gulf, or will she permit Cincin- 
nati on her right and Chicago on her left to go 
ahead of her?

vans in Kentucky, and the facts, exaggerated in 
many instances perhaps, have been extensively 
throughout the North. From the 
evidence given below, however, there seems to 
be some foundation for these reports, and if the 
evidence of the witness Payne be true, there can 
be no doubt that an organization existe in Estill 
county subversive of law and order; 
an organization of such a 4 
character that it rests with the people of Estill 
to put it down at whatever cost. The evidence 
adduced in this trial will be found below: 
EVIDENCE OF BONY VAUGHAN, COLORED. 

The United States was represented by Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney, Col. W. A. 
Bullitt, and the defendants by General William 
L. Jackson and Major W. O. Watts. The first 
witness introduced was the negro, Bony 
Vaughan, who stated: I reside at Fitchburg, 
Estill county, Kentucky; on the 16th day of June, 
at night, between the hours of 11 and 12, a raid 
was made on my house; the moon was shining at 
the time; I had gone to bed and was asleep; was 
awakened by a noise, and thought at once that it 
was the Kuklux coming. I sprang out of bed and 
pulled back the curtains, and saw about twenty- 
five men, running, as though they were going by 
my house; they were on foot; I knew what they 
were after and crept back into bed. I waked up 
William Smith, who was sleeping in the house, 
and told him that the Kuklux were coming. He 
said he had nothing to defend himself with, and 
I made him go up stairs out of the way. As he 
was going up the steps some person commenced

0 This demand was repeated several times, 
accompanied with a threat that they would burst 
the door down if I didn't open it. The door was 
burst open and it fell down on the inside. When 
the door fell those on the outside fell back 
slightly; a shot was fired by some one in the 
inside of the house, and they gave back a few 
feet. In about half a minute they commenced 
shooting into the door and windows of the house, 
and kept shooting for about ten minutes. After 
they stopped firing they said they would set the 
house on fire. While a good many surrounded 
the house, some of them put something against 
the house, which I thought wgs brush or an old 
box, which took them about twenty minutes, 
when one of my frinds, by the name of Rogers, 
who lived about a quarter of a mile off, came 
running toward my house, making a great noise. 
He was coming to my assistance, for he heard 
the shooting and suspected what was going on. 
Hereupon the Kuklux all ran away and left the 
house. The moon was getting low behind the 
hills. I recognized some of the men; I knew 
Tom Gilbert; I saw him plain. After they com- 
menced firing the house, I changed my place and 
recognized him. He was rallying his men, talking 
about the Fourth of July and Independence 
or something of that sort. I can't swear I knew 
anybody else there except Tom Gilbert. After 
the Kuklux went away | went out and mot Rogers 


and met a great many colored persons coming to- 
wards my house. I went back te my house again 
and founda dead man there. It was Patrick 
Spradlin, a white man. He was one of the Ku- 
klux. Inthe house were with me William Smith, 
Henry Williams, Henry Richardson, Jo ry, 
Lu. Harris and her child, and my wife Sarah and 
our child. The Kuklux said nothing when they 
were there; never called my name. A good 
many ot them were disguised, having something 
white over their faces. Ido not know who took 
the dead body of Spradlin away. I am a wagon- 
maker by trade. I never had been interfered 
with or ordered to leave there; never had any dif- 
ficulty with any of them except Tom Gilbert. He 
shot me and was arrested for it some time before 
the raid; was arrested and held ina hundred dol- 
lara bond. He told me to leave or he would 
Whip me and make me leave. I never appeared 
against him. 

Cross-examination—I recognized no one but 
Tom Gilbert; could not say he was disguised. 
The dead man was killed by some shot fired 
within my house; nine shots were fired from the 
inside of my house; the first shot was fired from 
the inside. Before that first shot was fired one 
man was demanding admittance at the door. 
The shot was fired when the door was being 
broken down. 

EVIDENCE OF WILLIAM WISSICKER, COLORED. 

I was asleep at a house about a quarter ofa 
mile from Bony Vaughan's; heard thirteen shots 
fired and a good deal of noise, and knew there 
was some trouble; immediately got up and went 
to Bony Vaughan’s house When I got there I 
saw Dan. McLaughlin; he had a pistol in his hand; 
de took out the cartridges that were in it and put 
in new ones. McLaughlin asked who was it that 
was killed; then looked at the dead body and 
said he would go and get Osborne, the marshal, 
to come and take care of it. He went away, after 
which I started away, and met him and the mar- 
shal coming towards Vaughan's house. McLaugh- 
Un and the marshal did not go to Vaughan's 
house then, but did so afterwards. Osborne 
came there and had the body of Spradlin laid 
upon a plank. I saw a great number of persons 
there, but none of the prisoners. 

Cross-examined—This happened about three 
weeks ago Monday night. There was no other 
person there when I went to Vaughan's house. 
While I was there, McLaughlin came up and 
asked me who was that killed. Mr. Me 
Laughlin is a clerk in the store of Mr. Gibbs 
about 300 yards away from Vaughan's house. 
When I first saw him he was about twenty yards 
from Vaughan's house, on the road between 
Vaughan's house and Gibbs’ store. There was a 
good deal of shooting and trouble about the 
house. 

IIt is due to Mr. Dan. McLaughlin, at this ‘ine 
of the report, to say that before the commence- 
ment of this examination he filed his affidavit 
that be was not ready to go to trial. on account 
of the absence of material witnesses, among 
whom are Dr. Groves and others, by whom he 
would prove that at the time of the firing at 
Vaughan’s house he was at Gibbs’ store at work, 
and that upon hearing the shots he went in the 
direction of Vaughan's house to find out what 
was the matter, and arrived there after the 
whole thing was over.] 

THE EVIDENCE OF THOMAS PAYNE. 

The next winess introduced by the prosecution 
was Thomas Payne, whose evidence, if true, will 
be of the most important ever adduced in trials 
of this nature. He professed to have beena 
member of the organization known as the Kuklux 
Klan, having been forced into it for his own pro- 
tection, and was determined to bring 
the members of the Klan to  punish- 
ment for the wrongs they had inflicted 
upon bim. Payne is a young man, of spare build, 
with an apparent lack of cultivation, but with 
the determination, very evident upon his face, of 
telling what he knew, or profeesed to know, and 
telling it in such a manner as would bring those 
who had injured bim tothe punishment he be- 
lieved theydeserved. He was called tothe stand 
by Col. Bullitt, who asked him to tell all he knew 
about the matter, under the assurance that he 
would not only not be punished for his associa- 
tion with the Klan, but would be protected by the 
law from further injury from them. He gave his 
evidence in a slow and distinct manner, frequent- 
ly stopping to reflect some minutes between his 
sentences, and on several occasions correcting, of 
his own will, the chronological order of the events 
described by him: 

WHY HE JOINED. 

I reside at the ironworks near Fitchburg, and 
have lived there aince October last. I have been 
off and on there for about two years. I was 
there on Monday night, June the 16th last, at the 
time of the attack on Vaughn's house. I was with 
the Kuklux; I was a part of their band. I joined 
the band. I don’t recollect exactly when, but I 
think about a month before the attack on 
Vaughn's house. The reasons and manner of my 
joining the organization are about these: I was 
working in the mines. I got a notice put in my 
drift ordering me to leave the country, and 
signed by the Kukiux. About two weeks after- 
ward I received another notice of the same 
nature, tied around six hickory withes. In this 
notice I was told that, if I did not leave the 
country, as many withes as I saw there would be 
worn out on me. Two or three weeks afterwards 
I recetved another notice stating in effect about 
the same thing. This notice was stuck on the 


corner of my house. I then commenced lying 
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and went past him to a shanty some distance off, | 
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them, 
‘oath to them, and took them into the organiza- 
tion. I don’t remember who it was came van 


ministered the oath. I went out on raids with 


this party. 
THE ADAMS WHIPPING. 
At one time Thomas Gilbert ordered 
us into line, and, after we had marched about 100 
yards, he ordered us to diaguise ourselves as much 
as possible, He said he was going to whip one 
Mr. Adams for staying with the negroes. We 
marched about three miles. A. J. Hamilton, 
Wilburn Gillum and myself formed the rear 
guard. We went to Cobb mountain, charged 
Mr. Adams’ house, burst down the door, took 
bim about three hundred yards from his house, 
near tothe scale-house. Tom Gilbert ordered 
hickories to be gotten towhip him with. Two 
or three of the band held Mr. Adams by the 
hands. He had been taken out of bed and was 
in bis drawers. The band was formed into line, 
and. Mr. Adams was marched back and forth, 
and whipped as he was marched. He was struck 
about eighty-two licks. I stood about twenty- 
five yards from them. The band then left, and 
on the road stopped to make up money to get 
whisky with. They made up a dollar and fifty 
cents and called at Harris's grocery; called sev- 
eral times, but there was no answer. 
THE BONY VAUGHN AFFAIR. 

This band of Kukiux went to Bony Vaughan's on 
the night of the raid. It happened this way: We 
were ordered to meet for the purpose of running 
some negroes out of the Bottom, of giving some 
others to understand not to work for white 
men’s wages, and to whip Bony Vaughan. They 
met. I aimed not to go but they sent after me. 
Beverly Wade and William Jones came after me 
and said I should have ten lasites if I didn't go. 
Iwent. We met near the blacksmith shop. We 
there met the company from the town of New 
Virginia. We were ordered into line by Henry 
Adams and Thomas Gilbert. We were ordered 
to march to a cesl-house about three-fourths of 
a mile towards Fitchburg. There we met the 
Bottom company, the Fitchburg company and 
the Knob company, and the Cobb-mountain com- 
pany came afterwards. Bruce Thomas was at 
the head of the Cobb-mountain company, and 
Walter Murray of the Bottom company. They 
all formed aline and commenced counting off. 
Murray was 
but as 
him and he 
They marched down to Bony Vaughan's house 
and surrounded it and ordered the door to 
be opened. This order was given by Thomas 
Gilbert and Henry Adams. Harrison Patrick 
marched his company before the door and ordered 
company B up and they would open it. Patrick 
got a piece of plank and knocked the door down. 
The band was all around the house. When the 
door fell the guard made a charge. They were 
fired on from the house, and returned the fire 
with about four shots. They were not fired on 
until the door was broken down. They com- 
menced shooting into the house in all the win- 
dows and doors, and kept it up for some time. 
Pat. Spradlin was killed in the second charge on 
the door, Lieutenant McDaniels and William 
Donahue were 
screamed out to cease firing and burn the house, 
and orders were given to save the loads in the 
pistols and guns until the negroes were forced 
out by the fire and then kill them as they came. 
Kin. Snyder, Jack Fuget and John Fuget were 
concerned in fixing the fire. While the fire 
was being made the band heard some one yelling 
and coming toward the house. Some of the band 
commenced to run, and then all of them ran 
away. 

In answer to the question by the District At- 
torney, Who of the prisoners were present at 
Vaughan's house during this attack! the witness 
answered, “Kin. Snyder, Duke Howerton, Alex- 
ander Gilbert, Martin VanBuren Gillum, Archi- 
bald Talbott and Daniel D. McLaughlin.” 

Continuing the examination, the witness said: 
“These men were all there, and they belonged to 
the Kuklux band. I don’t know that Howerton 
and McLaughlin belonged to my company, but I 
know that they were at Vaughan's that night. 
After that the party all burst up and ran off.” 

Cross-examined—I was a memberof the Ku- 
klux organization. I joined it for the purpose 
that I have told you before. I told about this 
occurrence at Vaughan's house about a week 
afterward. I first told it to Mr. Adair, the United 
States Commissioner. I voluntarily went before 
Adair and gave him the information. This was 
after Marshal Wyatt came there, but I told Adair 
first. No inducements were held out to me to 
tell what I did. I had a conversation with Alex- 
ander Gilbert yesterday. 

In answer to the question, Did you not teli 
Alexander Gilbert that you knew every man that 
was there at Vaugan's, and when he asked you 
if he was there did you not tell him that he was 
not? The witness answered, Tes, I did tell 
him that, but that was not true; I knew he want- 
ed to get something out of me, and I didn, t mean 
to tell him anything I was going to say. I donot 
know on what day of the month this attack at 
Vaughan's happened. I know that I heard the 
eleven o'clock whistle of the furnace sound 
when we started from the blacksmith shop and 
when we left Vaughan's it was twelve o'clock. It 
was Monday night; am sure it was the eleven 
o'clock whistle, and that the furnace blows at 
that time. The prisoners, Gillum and Gilbert, 
were in the ranks with us; I am sure of it, al- 
though I cannot say that I saw them at Vhugan's 
house, for in the confusion there hardly any one 
could be recognized. I did not fire at the house 
myself; I said,as they went away from the house, 
that Vaughan fired at them; I then ran to the 
woods; I came from Knox county, Kentucky, and 
was bornin this State. Alex. Gilbert is the 
‘brother of Tom Gilbert.” 

CLOSE OF THE EXAMINATION. 

Here the examination closed. The District At- 
torny asked that the prisonérs be held in $2,500 
each. General Jackson and Major Watts, coun- 
sel for the prisoners, claimed that they ought to 
be discharged for the reason that not one word 
of evidence pointed to the guilt of the prisoners, 
except that of the testimony of Payne, who was 
an accomplice in the alleged crime, according to 
his own statement, which was not cerroborated 
by the testimony of any other witness, as the law, 
which is conclusively settled on that point, re- 
quircs. A motion to discharge the prisoners 
was overruled, and they were held to bail in the 
sum of $1,000 each to appear before the United 
States Circuit Court on the 20th of October next, 
to unswer such indictment as may be found 
against them. 

The two other parties, Grandison Cuddy and 
David Athey, brought to this city, with the above 
prisoners, from Estill county, charged with 
Shoot ing at Darius Falkner, and belonging to the 
Kuklux Klan, will have their examination this 
morning, at 9 o'clock, before Commissioner 
Beatty.

Interview With Payne. 

A reporter of the Covurntmr-Journat met Mr. 
Payne yesterday afternoon, and got from him a 
complete history of his connection with the Es- 
till organization, including the signs, crips, pass- 
words, etc. The following is about word for 
word what he sald: 

I was born in Knox county, Ky., Dec. 26, 1846. 
I resided there until I was 17 years of age, when 
I enlisted in the 49th regiment of Kentucky vol- 
unteer infantry (Federal). I served 18 months 
and then lived about 5 months at home. I then 
removed to Jeffersonville, Ind. I Hved there 
about two years—employed part of the time in 
the cement mill 6f Allsop, Beach & Co., and then 
returned home and remained about a year, end- 
ing about the 30th of August, 1869. I then went 
to Fitchburg, Estill county, and went to work in 
the Red River Iron Manufactaring Company and 
continued at intervals of several months, in the 
interval making visits to Knox and Jackson 
counties unt il September, 1870, when I removed 
with my wife to Jackson county in the vicinity of 
Fitchburg, where I have since resided. 

THE FIRST THREATS. 

About the Ist of February, 1871, threats against 
my person reached my ears, and a written notice 
was left in the ore-drift on Thacker Ridge, where 
I worked, threatening me that ff I did not quit 
work and leave the country I should be whipped. 
The notice was signed Kuklux.“ And I had 
already received intimations that a Kuklux band 
had lately been organized in the vicinity. I did 
not regard the notice, but continued at my work. 


About three weeks afterward another notice was 


wounded. Some of the band | 
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on for several days at a time, and constantly 
ft threats being 


pointed for me to understand exactly what was 
meant. One of the arguments used to persuade 
me that it would be to my interest to join the 
band, was the statement that the band was 
a part of the regular Kuklux Han 


throughout the country. And it was given me 
plainly to understand that Harrison Cockerill, 
State Senator and a citizen of Estill county, was 
the head and front of the organization in the 
caunties of Estill, Lee, Wolfe and Breathitt, and 
that there was nothiug for me to fear. That the 
influence of Harrison Cockerill would be suff 
cient tos me. 

It was genkral report that Cockerill and thé 
men who lived with him, named Willis and 
Henry Messer, did the killing of John Roas, 
James Dugan and Sarah Sullivan, which took 
place at Millers’ Creek Post-office, at the May 
election. These were arrested, tried and ae- 
quitted. Henry Thomas, Charley Osborne, Dan 
McGuire, who were in the Bony Vaughan raid, 
went down to Cockerill's house to guard it from 
the friends of the murdered men. 

RAISING RECRUITS. 

I was told by the members of the Klan that 
the band was larger in numbers than the Radi- 
cals and negroes put together, and that as a 
member I had nothing to fear, but unless I joined 
t I must leave the country. As Iwas too poor to 
move away and wanted to work at the mines, 
after anxious consultation with my wife, we de- 
termined that I should join the Kuklux. I first 
signified my intention of joining the band to 
Henry Adams, who was working in the same drift 
with me, about the 17th of May. Henry then 
took me to the middle of the drift and in the 
presence of John Patrick, having me put my left 
hand on my heart and hold up my right, admin- 
istered the following oath, to which I assented: 

THE OATH. 
* ou do — swear that you will not revea 


~ 15 be cut in fous parts and 

the four quarters of the earth before you will re- 
veal the nigh OF pass-word belonging to this se 
.cret ion. 

I do not know the oath by heart, but the above 
s about it. There is also something about the 
negro in it. 
THE SIGNS AND PASSWORDS. 

Adams also gave me the signs and pass- words. 

To recognize a brother at a distance, we raise 
our hat with the right hand and pull the brim 
down over the right eye. The answer is the same 
with the left hand. Both then draw the left hand 
across the mouth, as if wiping it, and stroke the 
breast with the right. 

THE GRIP AND TEST - WORDS. 

The grip is made by grasping the hands in the 
usual manner, with the thumb pressing tightly 
between the other thumb and forefinger, and giv- 
ing only one shake, saying— 

“I am all right, how are you! 

He answers, I am all right. 

I reply, How may I know you are all right? 

He answers, “By word or by letter. 

I ask, ““Which do you prefer?” 

He may call for either. 

If he asks for letter I tell him to spell. 

He says 8.“ 

I say L. 

He says A. 

I say P.“ 

He says U. 

Isay P.“

If I want any further proof I say ‘ 

When he answers, Bell.

If he is all right, be replies, ‘‘Eternally. 

Astill further test would be for me to ask, 
“What is most like cedar?’ 

He would answer, A dead rebel. 

I would ask, “Why?” 

He to answer, Because it never dies. 

THE SIGN OF DISTRESS. 

If I get into a difficulty, and see that I am 
overpowered and desire to know if any brother 
is present, I lock my arms across my breast, as if 
shiverfhg with cold, and say: 

“I wish I knew if any of St. Mary's children 
are present. 

If any brother is about, he will immediately 
come to my aid, and if my opponent be a mem- 
ber of the band he will immediately desist, and 
we become friends. 

When traveling at night, on meeting a person 
and desiring to know if be is a brother, I say 
Halt!“ and give a loud slap with my hand on 
my thigh. 

He answers with two slaps. 

TO ASSEMBLE THE KLAN. 

When it is desired by the captain to cali a 
meeting, he sends the marshal to notify each 
member, The placa of meeting is always in 
some dense wood, without fire or light of any 
kind. No man must leave his home for the place 
of meeting before dark. When the meeting is 
assembled the roll is called and the absentees 
sent for, and compelled to come under guard. 
No raid is ever made unless every member of the 
band is along. 

{HE MIDNIGHT INITIATION. 

Some days after I took the oath, I was called 
on by Thomas Gilbert, captain of the company I 
joined, who notified me to attend a meeting of 
the Klan on Cobb mountain, three miles distant. 
On my expressing a wish not to go, he told me 
that if I failed the penalty would be ten lashes. 
He ordered me to report first at a place near the 
blacksmith shop of the Iron Company, on the 
Thacker place. I went there the same night, and 
met thirty-three others in an obscure place in 
the woods. Gilbert called the meeting to order, 
thereupon three men were sworn in. Tim Snyder 
was sworn in first, and afterward two others. 

Persons may be initiated at any time by any 
authorized member, but it is mostly done at a 
reguiar meeting of the Klan. The candidate is 
taken into the woods by some one deputized to 
lead him, and when at the proper place, is sud- 
denly surrounded by the Klan, who form a circle. 
The captain then steps forward and says: 

suppose you wish to learn something? 

The candidate answers, “I do.“ 

The captain then says, I suppose you do or 
you would not be here.” 

The oath is then administered. 

This was what was done that night on Cobb 
mountain.

THE MARCH. 

Then Thomas Gilbert ordered the men into the 
ranksto march. After going about a hundred 
yards he ordered a halt and told them to turn 
their coats and disguise themselves as muchag 
possible, and said: 

“We have to goto Cobb mountain and whip 
one Adams there.“ 

Adams offense was staying with the negroes 
there and saying he would rather have his sister 
marry a negro than a rebel. 

We then marched to within a half mile of Cobb 
mountain, near where Adams lived. Here we 
were joined by Bruce Thomas with his Cobb- 
mountain company. 

A UNION SOLDIER KUKLUX. 

Bruce Thomas is a wounded soldier and draws 
a pension fromthe Government, for wounds re- 
ceived in the service. 

The Cobb-mountain company is called Co. A. 
The company which was formed in Estill and 


ginia, is known as Co. B.“ It was not present 
that night. Thomas Gilbert and Bruce Thomas’ 
companies then went on to whip Adams, who is 
the driver of an ore wagon, Gilbert being in com- 
mand. I was with them. When we reached 
Adams’ house it was surrounded, and a force 
went to the front door and broke it down, rush- 
ing it. I was one of the rear guard, with Wilburn 
Gillum and Andrew J. Hamilton. Henry Adams, 
a North Carolinian, who acted as lieutenant of 
the squad who broke down the door, called for 
the man Adama, who they were going to whip, to 
come Out. They did not halt, but rushed in the 
door, and Isaw them quickly rush out. I heard 
Lieut. Adams order the other Adams to stand up, 
and heard the report of a pistol. Lieut. Adams 
afterwards told me that the man would 


not walk or stand up, aud 


pervading the State. That there was a company 
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at that time would have raised the heart of any 
man that had a beart in him. Lieut. Adams and 
Harrington, alias 


the party proceed to take a vote whether or not 

they should go on and whip William Asbury, who 

had joined the Kuklux, but tad talked too much. 
DISSEXNSION IN THE ‘RANKS. 

The vote resulted in the majority for whipping, 
but the minority drew their pistols, and were so 
violent, threatening to break up the organiza- 
tion, that Gilbert ordered that Asbury should not 
be whipped that night. The whole party then 
marched toward Fitchburg, and, entering that 
place, went into one of the coalings near the 
furnace, and went to the house of a 
man, 1 think, named Houston, and 
after shooting the watch · dog and calling the man 
out, they discovered that it was a Mr. Bishop 
they wanted to call on and who lived near by. 
They then called on Mr. Bishop's family and no- 
tified them that they must restore some furni- 
ture to Thomas Gilbert's sister which had been 
bought from her by Bishop and paid for with a 
horse. The horse had been used by the woman 
who bought it several months, and on 4 long 
journey to Knox county, 75 miles distant, died. 
The Bishop family were threatened that, if they 
did not return the furniture, they should have 
ten lashes each, every one of them. 

After this the party returned through Fitch- 
burg and went up the mountain road, where they 
fired off their weapons and disbanded for the 


night. 
DISBANDING FOR THE NIGHT. 

Alter this, from time to time, I had much talk 
with members ot the Klan, and was frequently. 
assured, from various sources, that Harrison 
Cockerill, State Sen&tor, was a member of the 
organization. Atonetime Thomas Gilbert told 
me he intended to appoint a night on which we 
should go down ina field not far from Scott's 
Landing, and meet Cockerill, and organize under 


ye the both of June Stephen Jones told me 
he had been ordered by Thomas Gilbert to go to 
Harrison Cockerill and arrange with him for an 
attack by all the companies in the vicinity com- 
bined upon the negroes in Fitchburg. Jones 
afterwards told me he had been and seen Cock- 
erill, and Cockerill had told him it was all right; 
that they should have the aid of the company in 
Cockvill's vicinity; that the time appointed was 
for the night of June 17th. About this time Wm. 
Gillum told me he was one of the party which 
went to Richard Kimber’s and whipped Mrs. 
Woodward. She had been denouncing them, and 
defied them after they had taken her out of the 
woods, She was whipped very badly. 

He then gave an account of the Bony Vaughan 
affair, which was in substance the same as his 
evidence given above. Also that in regard to 
his escape from the band and revelation of its 
secrets to Commissioner Adair. 

Mr. Payne has removed finally from Estill 
county. He won't be apt to be interested in its 
finances any more. He will seek employment in 
this city. He left his wife and two children be- 
hind, but will send for them and sell out what 
little he has in the mountains, and, as be says, 
become a reside nt of ac twilined country.
